Shadow Lawn by a committee headed 
by Representative Scully, which 
brought a Jetter from Gov.

He insisted, however, that he shouid 
pay. ‘rent and said that, if the ‘com- 
mittée pleased, it could give the 
money to charity. 

Gov. Fielder, in his letter, urged 
the President to spend next summer 
in New Jersey to receive “the glad 
tidings’”’ of his renomination. The 
President only smiled when that was 
mentioned. When Mr. Wilson an- 
nounced that he would accept the 
invitation he was warmly applauded 
und all the delegation insisted on 
shaking hands with him. 

His acéeptarice means he will not 
return to Harlakenden House at Cor- 
nish, N: H., which he has occupied 
each summer since becoming Presi- 
dent. The McCall mansion is not so 
secluded as Harlakenden House, but 


is larger.

PREDICTS NEW LIGHT FROM 
SUBSTANCE IN FIRE FLIES 


Princeton Professor Thinks Nature of 
Insect Illuminant WYIl Be 
Discovered. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.—Illumina- 
tion for the homes of the future from 
the luciferous substance carried by fire 
fiies, certain other insects, fish and an- 
imals, ‘was predicted by Dr. Ulric Dahl- 
ren, professor of biology at Princeton 
University, in a iecture at Franklin In- 
stitute. His subject was “‘The Produc- 

tion of Electricity by Animals.”’ 

Dr. Dahlgren said he believed the sub- 
stance carried by these insects, fish and 
animals was of an altogether chemical 
composition. “Once the nature and pro- 
pertions of these chemicals are discov- 
ered,”” he added, ‘‘the light extraordi- 
nary for commercial purposes will fol- 
lew. It will render 99 per cent of effic- 
jlency where the lights of today can only 
produce 15 per cent.”’ 


KELP IN PACIFIC TO BE 
USED IN MAKING POWDER 


Ammunition Manufacturer Prepares 
to Harvest Sen Weed Along 
California Shore. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 15.—The 
sen-weed crop Of thé Pacifio Ocean 
is to be harvestéd: by a powder eom- 
pany to obtain an ingredient used in 
inaking ammunition for the hations 

of Europe, it was anounced today. 
The statement is made that one of 
the largest manufacturers of powder 
in the United States has decided to 
spend a large sum in this enterprise 
in order to obtain the chloride of 
potash it needs to fill its war orders, 
and which it can no longer obtain 
from Germany It has lohg been 
known that kelp such as it to be 
found along the shores of the Califor- 
nia coast igs rich in potash.

Interned German Officers and 
Yacht They Purchased as 
Pleasure Craft Missing. 


INSTALLED NEW ENGINE 


Where Craft Got Supplies Is 
Mystery; Search for Ves- 
sel Begun. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 15.—Six officers 


from the interned German auxiliary 
cruiser Kronprinz Wilhelm are believed 
tu have gone to sea on the _ yacht 


Eclipse, a 60-foot auxiliary craft of 23 
tons. Wireless messages have been Sent 
broadcast over the Atlantic Ocean ask- 
ing passing ships to keep a lookout for 
the missing yacht. 

The officers Jeft the Kronprinz Wil- 
helm last Sunday afternoon and were 
tu have returned Monday morning. They 
had only 16 hours liberty. They have 
not been seen since. 

About a month ago these officers pur- 
chased the Eclipse through B. F. Mitch- 
ell, a local architect, for $1600. The 
yacht formerly was owned by Lieut. 
Commander C. 8S. Stanworth, U. 8S. N., 
retired. Lieut. Stanworth. said that he 
did not have anything to do with the 
sale of the yacht to the Germans, the 
sale having been negotiated through 
Mitchell alone. Mitchell referred report- 
ers to the custom authorities for in- 
formation about the vessel’s purchase. 

The German officers had not obtained 
permission to operate the craft. Rear 
Acmiral Beatty reported their absence 
te the Navy Department Wednesday 
socn after he “eceived a report from 
Capt. Paul Thierfelder of the Kron- 
prinz Wilhelm, who had spent Tuesday 
and Wednesday searching the waters of 
Hampton Roads and Chesapeake Bay 
for the men. He ‘appeared greatly 
alarmed over the absence of his men, 
and apparently was under the impres- 
sion that they had been drowned. 

Lieut. Hofner Hoffman, one of the 
missing officers, negotiatcc the pupchasc 
of the Eclipse. He is said to have been 
cne of the navigating officers on the 
Ikronpfinz when the vessel was en- 
gaged in destroying merchantmen at 
sea. He spent a good deal of his time 
on the Eclipse, which for a month was 
anchored in the local harbor off the 
piers of the Norfolk boat club. 

Hoffman and other.men on the ship 
have been busy working on the craft. 
They equipped her with new sails; 
sdded several coats of paint, and are 
said to have installed an engine of 
twice the horsepower ofthe one they 
found in .the vessel when they pur- 
ehased it. They went out on sailing 
trips in the yacht, but always -:- 
turned on time. They did not go 
over five or 10 miles, it is said, on 
any trip. 

Just how the vessel obtained sup- 
piles even for a four days’ cruise has 
not been learned. 

The remaining members of the crew 
of the Kronprinz Wilhelm, as well 
as the crew of the Prinz Eitel Fried- 
rich, will be confined to the navy 
vard. They will not be allowed the 
treedom of the places in the vicinity

BRITISH LOSSES 
IN DARDANELLES 
90,99 10 OCT. 3 


Casualty List and Suggestion 
That Campaign Be Abandoned 
Cast Gloom Over London. 


ONLY PART OF * STORY 


French Casualties .Have Not 
Been .Made Known—British 
Losses 31,055 in 15 Days. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—Official announce- 
ment today that the total British casual- 
ties in the Dardanelles up to Oct. 9 was 
96,899, following the suggestion in the 
House of Lords yesterday that the at- 


tempt to force the Dardanelles be abar- 
doned, served to cast a gloom over Lon- 
don. 

The official statement concerning the 
casualties says 18,957 men have been 
killed, of whom 1185 were officers. Cas- 
ualties of the Australasian contingent 
were 29,121. 

Viscount Alfred Milner, in the, discus- 
sion in the House of Lords concernins 
developments in the Balkans, suggested 
the withdrawal of troops from the Ga‘- 
lipoli Peninsula and their transfer to 
some other theater of war. «Viscount 
Milner is noted as an authority on East- 
etn affairs because of holding several 
offices in the Eastern possessions. 

Lord Lansdowne, in reply, said it was 
impossible for any member of the Gov- 
ernment to give an undertaking that 
the troops would continue in the Darda- 
nelles operations or would be withdrawn 
from them. It would be unpatriotic 
and improper, he said, to force the Gov- 
ernment to make a fuller disclosure of 
the operations in which the country was 
engaged. 

The present situation, he said, was a 
grave and critical one; there were new 
developments and new factors in addt- 
tion to the entrance of Bulgaia into the 
struggle. 

The figures given out today do not 
tell the full story of what it has cost 
the allies to attempt to ferce the Darda- 
nelles. In addition to the British cas- 
ualties are che losses of the French, 
concerning which no reliable informa- 
tion is available. The British total, 
however, bears out digpatches from cor- 
respondents on this front who have de- 
scribed the loss of life as frightful. In 
some instances, according to advices, 
trenches and gulleys have been choked 
with the dead. Turkish losses also have 
been described as very heavy. 

‘A list of casualties in the British 
army, published in newspapers here 
during the first 15 days of October, 
show a total of 31,055 killed, wounded 
or missing. Of these 1443 were offi- 


cers. 


CANADA HAS SENT 84,670 MEN 
TO FRONT, 80,000 MORE READY 


50,000 More to Be Enlisted When 
Needed—12,000 on Casualty List, 4060 
ef Whom Are Again on Firing Line. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Oct. 16.—Enlist- 
ment figures made public here today 
show that since the beginning of the 
war 164,000 men have been enrolled 
in Canade for oversea service. Of 
these 84,670 men have been sent 
across the Atlantic, leaving about 
80,000 ready to go. 

Another 50,000 men will be enlist- 
ed, it is announced, as soon as the 
War Office gives the word. The first 
contingent and _ reinforcements to- 
taled 36,185,, and\ the second contin- 
gent and reinforcements, 48,485. 

The enlistment constitutes about 2 
per cent of the total population of 
men, women and children. 

The names of 12,000 Canadians have 
appeared on casualty lists and of 
these a third have returned to the 
firing line.

DIES OF ANTHRAX 
NEART POISONED 


George F. Stackpole, 71, Was 
Conscious in New York Hos- 
pital Until Last 5 Minutes. 


KNEW THE END WAS NEAR 


Serum Used for Treatment of 
Disease in Cattle Had Caused 
Decided Rally for a Time. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—George F. 
Stackpole of Riverhead, Long Island, 
the lawyer who was stricken with an- 
thrax several days ago,’ died in Bellevue 
Hospital early today of heart disease, 
resulting from the poison of anthrax. 

Stackpole’s death came after a rally 
which caused his physicians to believe 


the most serious phase of the disease 
had passed. He was conscious until 
within five minutes before he died, and 
told his wife he realized that death was 
near. 

The determined struggle made by 
Stackpole, who was 71 years old, and 
the unusual nature of his disease, com- 
mon to cattle but rare among human 
beings, attracted attention throughout 
the country. Physicians watched the 
case Closely to observe the effect of the 
antitoxin which was rushed here from 
the Bureau of Animal Industry at Wash- 
ington to combat the deadly anthrax 
germ.

BERLIN, via London, Oct. 15.—Cap- 
ture of the Servian town of Pozarevac, 
about 12 miles south of Semendria, was 
reported today by the War Office. Else- 
where on this front the Servians have 
been driven back further, with the loss 
of three guns. Announcement also was 
made that the Bulgarian first army, at- 
tacking over the eastern frontier of Ser- 
Via, had taken possession of several po- 
sitions.

Teutons Said to Have Lost 20,000 
Killed in Servian Campaign. 


PARIS, Oct. 145.—A dispatch to the 
Temps from Nish, dated Wednesday. 
reads: 

“According to the latest report re- 
ceived at Servian headquarters, the 
Austro-German troops on the Obreno- 
vatz - Belgrade - Semendria - Gradichte 
front, have lost 20,000 killed and 40,000 
wounded. A wireless message from 
Oreovitza to the German Legation at 
Sofia admits great losses and says that 
the Servian resistance exceeded expec- 
tations. 

“Another wireless meseage in cipher. 
which was intercepted and decoded and 
which was supposed to be signed by 
the German Emperor or by Field Mar- 
shal von Mackensen, urged Bulgaria to 
begin operations against Servia without 
delay. 

“Despite furious attacks and against 
heavy odds the Servians are maintain- 
ing their positions along the Drina, 
Save and Danube. The Servian forces, 
however, appear to be seriously men- 
aced by German reinforcements, esti- 
mated at four divisions, reported in the 
Deliblat section north of the Danube, 
and it is feared that the Servian army, 
which is heroically maintaining the 
Pozarevac front, will be cut in two 
and thrown back toward the Rumanian 
frontier. 

“Despite heavy losses, the Servians 
are prepared to make all sacrifices. 
They are urgently demanding that An- 
gio-French reinforcements be sent in 
time.”

Policemen had been stationed in the 
committee room but no arrest had been 
made two hours after the shooting, 
and as far as known at that hour no 
one seemed to know who fired any of 
the shots. 

At King and George streets, where is 
situated the building in which the com- 
mittee was to meet, a large crowd had 
gathered, and the demeanor of those 
composing it had led the Chief of Police 
to place a large number of his men 
there. The crowd, however, remained 
orderly. 

Militia Pat Under Arma. 

As soon as Gov. Manning received no- 
tice of the shooting he ordered the 
Washington Light Infantry of Charles- 
ton under arms, and placed Col. E. M. 
Blythe of Greenville in charge of the 
militia in the absence of Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Moore. ‘The Govérnor also ordered 
the Charleston Board of Control to close 
the dispensaries.

A RARE DISEASE 
FROM RAW MEAT 


B. L. Elliott of Washington Uni- 
versity in Serious Condition 
From Trichinosts. 


B. Landis Eliott, 24 years old, of 7029 
Berthold avenue, an instructor of physi- 
ology at Washington University, is at 
Barnes Hospital suffering from trichi- 
nosis, a rare disease. He is being at- 
tended by Dr. George Dock, former 
Dean of the Medical School of Wash- 
ington University, and his condition this 
afternoon was deacribed as being 
“slightly improved.” 

Trichinosis ts a disease in which 
trichinae, pr minute worms, enter the 
blood through the eating of uncooked 
meats, especially pork. If the worms 
can be confined to the arteries and 
Veins the disease may be promptly 
cured. If the worme penetrate to the 
muscles, however, they multiply with 
great rapidity and the case becomcs 
serious. 

Many physicians are interesting 
themselves in Elliott’s case. They 
believe his condition resulted from 
his eating a raw hamburger sand- 
wich about three weeks ago while 
on an outing with friends at Fair- 
ground Park. 

Elliott's first symptom was an iIr- 
ritation of the eyes. He consulted 
an oculist and was told that the 
trouble was caused in all probability 
by throat trouble. Later a swelling 
developed above both eyes and he 
suffered severe pain and became fev- 
erish. 


Blliott wa peoeksent of the June 
1915, class of he medical school and 
has a host of friends among the 
medical mén at the university. One 
of them, hearing his condition, 
inage a special examination and 
found trichinae in the blood. Elliott 
was thén sent to the hospital. 

It is the first case of the kind called 
to the attention of the physicans at 
Washington University.

Changed in Tuberculosis Record 
After Document Was Signed 
by State Bacteriologist.

15.—The 
missing papers in the parole case of 
Harry Levy, a St. Louis pickpocket, 
who was paroled by Gov. Major Sept. 14, 
after having served only one year of a 
seven-year penitentiary sentence,

itiated yesterday by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter when the parole issuance first 
became known. Levy’s trial, in St.

Dr MoGutchan today told dat ne had 
altered ths record which had been sent 
back to the prison from the State Bac- 
teriologist.

ZEPPELIN BOMB SANK 
WARSHIP IN THAMES, 
AIR-SKIPPER DECLARES 


Young Commander 


of Flier 


Insists Great 


Destruction Has Been Done-—Says Trips 
to Britain Are Mere Incidents. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Sept. 25.—Lieut. Petersen, a 


young, beardless, smiling Westphalian, 


one of the senior officers in the German 
navy’s aerial fleet, in command of a 
Zeppeiin, who is visiting Berlin, refutes 
the reassuring reports given out by the 
English as to the minimal effects of 
the bomb-dropping campaign. He had 
taken part in several air raids on Lon- 
don, 

‘‘Mr. Balfour says that the destructive 
effect of the air raids has been small, 
almost insignificant, from a military 
point of view, and that we are unable to 
see what we accomplish,’’ remarked the 
Zeppelin commander to the Associated 
Press correspondent. ‘‘We see and know 
better. When we see a big factory 
under us collapse after an explosive 
bomb has been dropped upon it, or when 
we drop a fire bomb upon the London 
docks or adjoining storehouses and see 
these burst into bright flames, we know 
that we are accomplishing something. 

Cruise at Great Height. 

“We cruise normally at great heights, 
but with good glasses we can see things 
very plainly. In a great city like Lon- 
don, particularly for one who has not 
visited it in peace times, it is, of course, 
impossible to say definitely that one 
has hit this or that particular building, 
dock:or storehouse, but we can identi- 
fy Very well the general locality, par- 
ticularly of such regions as the dock 
district along the river or the city and 
banking district of London, and find 
our way easily to the spots selected for 
our attacks. 

“On one of our visits, and this is a 
fact that has as yet not been admitted 
oy the British Admiralty, we witnessed 
clearly the destruction of a warship 
on the Thames, one on which a fair 
and square hit was scored. On another 
occasion I dropped a bomb squarely on 
a fort. I could not tell precisely the 
effect caused, but from the fact that 
the guns of the fort, which had pre- 
viously been conducting a vigorous 
bombardment of the Zeppelin squad- 
ron, suddenly ceased fire, and that the 
searchlight which had been playing upon 
us went out, after a flash of flame and 
a heavy ¢xpiosion, I concluded that the 
damage had been heavy, perhaps a mag- 
azine exploded.”’ 

Lieut. Petersen, although still a com- 
naratively young man, is one of the 
older officers in the German naval air- 
ship service, having been attached to 
the Zeppelin corps for two years, or 
almost from the beginning of the navy’s 
adoption of the big dirigibles. Before 
that he had had the usual course of sea 
duty and expects in time to return to 
it.

Peterson, are difficult and dan- 
gerous except in cloudy weather, since 
most of the warships are now equipped 
with anti-balloon guns. Only when low- 
ranging clouds permit the dirigibles to 
swoop down upon the warship to an ele- 
vation from which the quickly maneu- 
vering ship offers a fair target, do sucn 
attacks offer a reasonable chance of 
success. 

Returning to the subject of attacks 
against Lendon, Lieut. Peterson was 
questioned about the value and effect 
of the defensive measures against the 
dirigibles—anti-balloon guns, rifle fire, 
searchlights and hostile aeroplanes. Of 
tnese he attached importance only to 
artillery fire supported by searchlights, 
and even in this line, he said, the Brit- 
ish had been able to do little against 
the raids. 

“The searchlights, of course, pick us 
up now and then, but it is very difficult 
to hold a Zeppelin long in view, owing 
to clouds and the changes in direction, 
speed and altitude, which we can make 
quickly, and it is still more difficult for 
guns to get our range in the darkness 
under these circumstances.”’ 

As to the attacks by aeroplanes, men- 
tioned a number of times in press dis- 
patches, the commander relegated these 
to the realm of fables. He had not 
known of an attack of this kind in any 
of the raids upon England nor had he 
even seen a hostile aeroplane in any of 
his various excursions thither. Aero- 
planes can with difficulty navigate in 
the darkness, he said, and have very 
little chance of finding or catching one 
of the high-speed Zeppelins, so that 
the dirigibles had had as yet no occa- 
sion to use the defensive armament 
which they carry to drive away these 
wasps of the air. 

Navigation for the Zeppeli..s, too, is 
by no means as yet an exact science. 
The trips must be timed so as to cross 
the English coast in the darkness, make 
the attack and get away again before 
dawn.

actly at sea as over land, owing to the 
uncertainty of the air currents and ab- 
sence of landmarks, so that it is usuallv 
an open question of just what point of 
the British coast we shall bring up.

DAWES TESTIFIES 
AT ThE TRIAL OF 
BANKER MUNDAY 


Tells of $1,250,000 Transaction 
in Changing Lorimer Bank to 
State Institution. 


By Associated Press. 

MORRIS, Ill., Oct. 15.—Charles G 
Dawes, president of the Central Trust 
Co. of Illinois and former Comptroller 
of the Currency of the United States, 
testified yesterday in the trial of 
Charles B. Munday for alleged wrecking 
of the La Salle Street Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank of Chicago in relation te his 
attitude in the $1,250,000 transaction in- 
cident to changing the defunct bank 
from a national to a State institution. 

“There was nothing in the transactioa 
to arouse my suspicion,” Dawes testi- 
fied. .“‘A cashier’s check from a bank 
supposed to be solvent, the stock of 
which is selling above par, is not to be 
questioned.”’ 

On the testimony of Frank M. Spohr, 
auditor of the defunt bank, it had been 
brought out that $1,250,000 had been ob- 
tained from Dawes’ bank at the time 
of the change of the national] bank to a 
State bank. 

Spohr testified that he and nine others 
had drawn notes aggregating $1,250,000, 
the amount of the capital stock of the 
tank, deposited these to the credit of 
the men who signed them and the sign- 
ers then had drawn checks for the same 
amount payable to the bank for the 
full amount. ° 

A cashier’s check for this sum drawn 
by the bank was honored by the Dawes 
tank, the cash going into the possession 
of the La Salle Bank, it is alleged, long 
enough for an examiner to count it and 
make possible the granting.of a charter 
as a state bank. The big check, Spohr 
swore, got back to the La Salle Street 
Bank the same day it was issued. 


Lorimer Called at Bank. 

‘“‘Mr. Lorimer called at our bank on 
tye morning of Oct. 21, 1912,’ Dawes 
said. “He inforrhed us that the bank 
examiner had approved the conversion 
of the La Salle National Bank and 
asked me if the Central Trust Co. would 
furnish the necessary currency to satis- 
fv the examiner. I said it would. 

“If this had been a national hank be- 
ing organized, an examination of the 
assets would have been required. As it 
was the transaction was quite custom- 
ary.’ 

W. R. Dawes testified that William 
Lorimer, Charles G. Fox and the State 
Punk examiner were present at the 
counting of the cash in the Central 
Trust Co. offices.

Preliminary Hearing of Men Ac- 
cused of Auto Thefts Con- 
tinued Despite Protests. 


While Frank Crews, with a silver tube 
in his lung, was wuiting to testify as an 
important witness for the State in Judge 
Clark’s court today, the preliminary 
hearing in the case of Charles Ewell 
and Carl Shelton charged with stealing 
an automobile from O. M. Clifford, a 
steel manufacturer, was continued to 
Oct. 26. 

This was done over the protest of As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Overall. who 
said Crews’ physical condition was such 
that it was advisable to take his testi- 
mony as soon as possible.

Overall oojected to further delay, say- 
ing that the last time the case was 
called Assistant Circuit Attorney Fitz- 
gerald gave positive notice that it would 
go to trial today. Johnson insisted that 
Fitzgerald had said it probably would 
not go to trial today. 


Continuance Is Ordered, 
Judge Clark said his recollection was 


the same as Johnson's and ordered the 
continuance. 

Ewell and Shelton and Roy Shelton. 
Earl Shelton, John Coleman and Statia 
Coleman also were to have a prelimi- 
nary hearing today on a charge of at- 
tempting to deter a witness from testi- 
fying. It was charged that after the 
automobile theft they trumped up a 
chairge that Crews had stolen a ring, 
so that he would be arrested and thus 
discredited as a witness against Ewell 
and Shelton.

JOKE, SAYS ROGERS

Forms Part of Political Machine, 
He Declares—Not to Be Com- 
pared With St. Louis System. 


Thomas H. Rogers, chairman of the 
Efficiency Board, resents any com- 
parison between the St. Louis board 
and the body which bears the same 
name in the city government of Kan- 
sas City. He told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that the Kansas City Effi- 
ciency Board was a part of the local 
political machine, was not a civil serv- 
ice body in any proper sense, and was 
a “joke” in the eyes of the well-in- 
formed. 

These remarks were prompted by a 
statement which Selden P. Spencer made 
yesterday before a committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, in a hearing on the 
Efficiency Board. Spencer, who was one 
of the 13 freeholders who framed the 
present charter, said the Kansas City 
Efficiency Board was his model, when 
he came to wonsider the clause estab- 
lishing such a board here. 

“It would be a crime to call the 
Kansas City system a civil service 
system,” Rogers said. “It sometimes 
happens here that an attempt is made 
to drag in~a_  0~political favorite 
through the coal hole, but in Kansas 
City they usher him in at the front 
door. 


“T visited Kansas City when I was in- 
vestigating efficiency systems and 
learned how the board was regarded 
there. All an applicant had to do, I was 
informed, was to get the ‘O K’ of one 
Kelly, and the Efficiency Board would 
give him a job at the first opportunity. 
The percentages allowed for personality 
and experience, in their examinations, 
were so large as to nullify the remain- 
der of the examination. The Kansas 
City board is a nonsalaried one.”’ 

Rogers said he thought that he and 
his two associates were earning their 
salaries of $3000 a year, and that, what- 
ever was in the minds of the charter 
makers, they had not prohibited the 
payment of salaries to the board’s mem- 
bers, as they did in the case of the 
Complaint Board. 

Charles Langeman of 225 East Holly 
avenue, who attacked the Efficiency 
Board at the hearing, was the thir- 
teenth member of the Board of Free- 
holders. The Republican and Demo- 
cratic organizations selected six mem- 
bers each, and as the Democrats made 
ro particular effort to name the odd 
member, the Republicans added Lan- 
seman, who was a member of. the 
Republican Precinct Committee in 
the Eighteenth Ward. 

During the sessions of the Board of 
Freeholders, in discussing what the 
charter should contain, Langeman fre- 
quently spoke in a derogatory way of 
lawyers and professional men, and told 
of the means by which he said he had 
achieved business success. He alluded 
frequently to the fact that he was not 
a college man, and he argued against 
college training as a factor in business 
success. He began business life as a 
porter and became a shoe salesman. 
He retired from business life 11 years 
ago. 

Langeman did not write any chapter 
or section of the charter, as it was 
finally submitted to the people. In his 
talk before the aldermanic committee 
yesterday, Langeman again expressed 
his ideas as to the undesirability of col- 
lege men in the city’s employ, and said 
a majority of college valedictorians 
were failures. He said the plan on 
which the Efficiency Board had been 
organized was “a beautiful scheme of 
politicians, to get their friends on the 
payroll.” This did not seem to har- 
monize with other complaints against 
the Board, which have come chiefly 
from politicians. 

Besides Spencer and lLangeman, 
three other members of the Board of 
Freeholders, C. E. Udell, Louis P. 
Aloe and Charles W. Rutledge, were 
questioned. All egaid the charter 
makers had not anticipated that the 
Efficiency Board would be a salaried 
body, as it now is, but Udell com- 
mended the work the Board had done, 
and others had little fault to find 
with it. 

Spencer said his own preference 
was for less technical examina- 
tions, which would result in 
large eligible lists; and Rutledge and 
Aloe criticised the appointment of 
Thomas H. Rogers as head of the 
Board. Rogers wag secretary to the 
Mayor until a few days before the 
new charter went into effect. 

The charter provided that no of- 
ficeholder should be appointed to 
the Efficiency Board. Rutledge and 
Aloe viewed the Mayor's. action in 
this case as an evasion of the char- 
ter rule.

Tells Committee That Action 
Would Enable Company to 
Extend Improvements. 


At a hearing before the Public Utili- 
ties Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday afternoon, Richard Mc- 


Culloch, president and general manager 
of the United Railways Co., tried to con- 
vince the commiitee that the license tax 
of 1 mill per passenger, now in litiga- 
tion, should be entirely remitted by the 
city. 

The committee summoned McCulloch 
to learn whether he had any proposi- 
tion to make’‘as to a compromise of the 
mill tax case. After saying that he had 
no such proposition to make, but would 
be glad to confer with any city official 
named by the committee, McCulloch 
talked at some length. 

The mill tax litigation, he said, had 
caused uncertainty on the part of finan- 
ciers and created an impression that 
there was a war on between the city 
and the company. This, he said, made 
it impossible for the company to borrow 
money for needed improvements. He 
told of the passing of the dividend on 
the preferred stock and said that this 
alone had enabled the company to ex- 
pend $12,500,000 in making the company’s 
property more valuable and useful to 
the public. 

The mill tax, he said, would amount 
to about $235,000 a year. This amount, 
he said, if left in the hands of the com- 
pany, would build seven or eight miles 
of track a year, or pay for the build- 
ing of 40 cars, or enable the company 
to make an increase of 2 or 3 cents an 
hour in the wages of its car crews.

JOKE, SAYS ROGERS 


Forms Part of Political Machine, 
He Declares—Not to Be Com- 
pared With St, Louis System. 


Thomas H. Rogers, chairman of the 
Efficiency Board, resents any com- 
parison between the St. Louis board 
and the body which bears the same 
name in the city government of Kan- 
sas City. He told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that the Kansas City Effi- 
ciency Board was a part of the local 
political machine, was not a civil serv- 
ice body in any proper sense, and was 
a “joke” in the eyes of the well-in- 
formed. 

These remarks were prompted by a 
statement which Selden P. Spencer made 
yesterday before a committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, in a hearing on the 
Efficiency Board. Spencer, who was one 
of the 13 freeholders who framed the 
present charter, said the Kansas City 
Efficiency Board was his model, when 
he came to consider the clause estab- 
lishing such a board here. 

“It would be a crime to call the 
Kansas City system a civil service 
system,” Rogers said. “It sometimes 
happens here that an attempt is made 
to drag in*”a_ political favorite 
through the coal hole, but in Kansas 
City they usher him in at the front 
door. 

“T visited Kansas City when I was in- 
vestigating efficiency systems and 
learned how the board was regarded 
there. All an applicant had to do, I was 
informed, was to get the ‘O K’ of one 
Kelly, and the Efficiency Board would 
give him a iob at the first opportunity.

REMIT MILL TAX 


Tells Committee That Action 
Would Enable Company to 
Extend Improvements. 


At a hearing before the Public Utili- 
ties Committee of the Board of Alder- 


men yesterday afternoon, Richard Mc- 
Culloch, president and general manager 
of the United Railways Co., tried to con- 
vince the commiitee that the license tax 
of 1 mill per passenger, now in litiga- 
tion, should be entirely remitted by the 
city. 

The committee summoned McCulloch 
to learn whether he had any proposi- 
tion to make‘as to a compromise of the 
mill tax case. After saying that he had 
no such proposition to make, but would 
be glad to confer with any city official 
named by the committee, McCulloch 
talked at some length. 

The mill tax litigation, he said, had 
caused uncertainty on the part of finan- 
ciers and created an impression that 
there was a war on between the city 
and the company. This, he said, made 
it impossible for the company to borrow 
money for needed improvements. He 
told of the passing of the dividend on 
the preferred stock and said that this 
alone had enabled the company to ex- 
pend $12,500,000 in making the company’s 
property more valuable and useful to 
the public. 

The mill tax, he said, would amount 
to about $235,000 a year. This amount, 
he said, if left in the hands of the com- 
pany, would build seven or eight miles 
of track a year, or pay for the build- 
ing of 40 cars, or enable the company 
to make an increase of 2 or 3 cents an 
hour in the wages of its car crews.

NATIONAL DEFEND 
IN NEW BUDGET 


Five-Year Program for Navy, 
Approved by President, Will 
Cost $500,000,000., 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The national 
defense plans of the administration, call- 
ing for an expenditure in the next fisca] 
year of about 402,000,000 for army, 
navy and fortifications, were complet- 
ed today. Secretary Garrison has for- 
warded his estimates already approved 


by President Wilson to the Secretary 
of the Treasury and Secretary Dan- 


iels submitted his estimates this after- |) 


noon, after going over the final details 
with President Wilson this morrning. 


President Wilson approved’ Setretary | 


Danieis’ recommendation for a five-year 
construction program for the Navy, to 
cost $500,000,000. The exact amount to be 
apportioned for each of the five years 
fas not been decided, but the first year’s 
program calls for two dreadnoughts and 
two battle cruisers. 

The five-year program would call for 
16 capital ships—10 dreadnoughts and six 
battle cruisers. In order to get the best 
acvantage of improvements in construc- 
tion and not to overtax the capacity of 
American navy yards, the first. year’s 
censtruction will include two dread- 
noughts and two battle cruisers, 
about twenty-five submarines, 16 de- 
etroyers and probably five scout cruis- 
ere. 

100,000,000 for Construction, 

The total amount to be appropriated 


for construction this year will be in the 


neighborhood: of $100,000,000, but since 
about $28,000,000 of this sum is for the 
three battleships authorized last year, 
the total increase in the naval appropri- 
ation bill is more likely to be about 
$7°,000,000. This together with army in-

crease for national defense about $140,-

Co-operation of United States 
Wanted Before European Coun- 
tries Will Make Move.

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—That the na- 
tions Row engaged in war would look 
witho ra disfavor upon a conference of 
the netitral nations as a possible medium 
for the settle:.ent of the conflict, and 
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that the neutral nations of Europe are 
preparéd for such a conference provided 
they mn get the co-operation of the 
U States, is declared in a public 
staterient issued here today by the In- 
ternational Committee of Women for 
Permanent Peace. Dr. Aletta Jacobs of 
Holland, who called the Women’s Peace 
Congress at The Hague, and who sailed 
from New York on Oct. 5, took with 
her copies of this declaration to be made 
public in Amsterdam today. 

The International Congress of Women, 
which met at The Hague last April, ap- 
pointed two groups of envoys, one to the 
belligerent Governments, and to Holland 
and Switzerland; the other to Russia and 
the Sdé&ndinavian countries. The reports 
of theae embassies form the basis for the 
announcement issued today here and in 
Amsterdam. 

The gtatement is signed by Dr. Jacobs 
of Holland, Miss Chrystal Macmillan of 
Great Britain, Mme. Rosika Schwimmer 
of Austria-Hungary, Prof. Emily Greene 
Balch of Wellesley College, and Miss 
Jane Addams of Hull House, Chicago. 
Miss Addams is president of the Inter- 
nationa) Committee; Miss Macmillan, 
secretary; Dr. Jacobs and Mme. 
Schwimimer, vice chairmen. 

Amfrican Co-operation Wanted. 

In their joint report the leading mem- 
bers these two delegations unite in 
stating that the evidence and assurances 
aed em have convinced them that 
the belligerents would not consider such 
® conference unfriendly, and that the 
neutrals would not be unwilling to act, if 
first agsured of American co-operation. 
“Reviewing the situation,” says the re- 
port, “we believe that of the five Bu- 
ropean neutral nations visited three are 
ready join in such a conference, and 
that two are deliberating the calilng of 
such a. conference. Of the intention of 
the United States we have as yet no evi- 
dence." —_ 

The delegates were not at liberty 
to givé names or nationality of. the, for- 
eign Offices specifically quoted, but in 
several instances they quote verbatim:

LEGAL ENTANGLEMENTS IN 
U. S. SURPRISE LORD READING 


British Courts Do Not Allow Techni- 
calities to Prevent Getting at Merits 
of Case, He S.ys in New York Speech. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Jurisprudence 
rather than finance was the theme of 
Lord Reading, Chief Justice of England 
and member of the Anglo-French com- 
mission which negotiated the $500,000,000 
war loan, at a reception in his honor 
given last night by the New York Bar 
Association. Lord Reading said: 

“I am strongly impressed with the 
undesirability of the constant reporting 
of decisions which lay down new prin- 
ciples but only repeat the application of 
old principles to new facts. To make 
one’s self familiar with your law, it is 
necessary to look up not only all the 
decisions but all the statutes of your 48 
states. I wonder how you surmount this 
mountain of legal knowledge. 

“This system of citing corroborating 
cases has been changed with us. Wa 
now strive to get at the merits, to al- 
low no technicalities to prevent the 
Court from perceiving the true facts and 
arriving at a just decision notwithstand- 
ing all the learned counsel that appear 
before the Judge.”

M'ADOOS DEPARI 
AFTER DAY HERE 
AND AT “THE GAPE 


In Speech at the Planters Secre- 
tary Advocates More Ships 
for Trade and Defense. 


* William G. McAdoo, Secretary of the 
Treasury, left St. Louis at 11:30 last 
night for Kansas City, after having 
divided a day between St. Louis and 
Cape Girardeau, the latter the scene of 
a Democratic conference. He left for 
‘the Cape” at 2:30, after having ad- 
dressed a large gathering of business 
men at the Planters Hotel, and he re- 
turned in time to make the Kansas 
City connection. Mrs. McAdoo, tormerly 
Miss Eleanor Wilson, daughter of the 
President, accompanied her husband in 
Lidward F. Goltra’s private car. 

In his address at the Planters, Secre- 
tary McAdoo aroused the greatest en- 
thusiasm among his hearers by advo- 
cating Mississippi River improvement, 
to give St. Louis and the Mississippi 


Valley the benefits of the Panama Ca- 
rai. His audience was composed. of 
riembers of the Business Men’s League, 
the Bankers’ Club, the Clearing House 
Association and the City Club, who filled 
the large dining room. 
Powerful Fleet Necessary. 

Secretary McAdoo declared that the 
ocean barriers, which have preserved 
this country in its splendi isolation 
for more than a century, and protect- 
ed it from foreign invasion, have 
been swept away by scientific in- 
ventions—by submarines which can 
cross the Atlantic Ocean, by wireless 
telegraphy and telephony—making it 


| necessary for us to have a navy pow- 
{erful and fleet enough to defend the 


country from any aggressor on earth, 
no matter where he comes from, 

This sentiment was applauded vo- 
ciferously by the bankers and other 
business men. The first essential, 
Secretary McAdoo said, to making 
the navy a useful factor for defense, 
so that its maximum strength could 
be utilized, was a merchant marine, 
which in times of peace could be 
used for the carrying of our foreign 
commerce, and in times of war, ag a 
naval auxillary. 

The Panama Canal, he said, he re- 
yarded as an extension of the Missis- 
sippi River to the west coast of South 
America, 

St. Louls Advantages. 

The construction of the Keokuk 
iam gave St. Louis the opportunity 
to manufacture goods cheaper thun 
any other city in the United States, 
and the*improvement of the Missis- 
sippi River would give this city the 
cheapest distributing facilities, he 
sad. 

Taking up the subject of South 
American trade, the Secretary said 
that those countries were begging 
the United States to seize the oppor- 
tunity of supplying them with the 
things they have been buying in Eu- 
rope. Delegaes to the recent Pan- 
American Conference, held in Wash- 
ington, upon the initiative of Secre- 
tary McAdoo, told him that their Gov- 
ernments would be willing to sub- 
scribe to the capital stock of a cor- 
poration to provide ships for carry- 
ing the commerce between the Unit- 
ed States and the southern republics. 

Those delegates regarded credits 
and shipping facilities the two essen- 
tial things for the development of 
commerce between Notth and South 
America. The credits had been es- 
tablished through the Federal: Re- 
serve system, he said, which gave 
the commercial interests of the 
‘‘nited States facilities for the devel- 
‘pment of every legitimate enter- 
rise. 

It would be a sorr, spectacle, he 
said, if the great United States hau 
to accept the offer of the smaller 
South American republics to aid in 
the construction of a»merchant ma- 
‘ine to carry the foreign commerce. 

Eager to Trade With WU, §S, 

Before the war began, South America 
bought $700,000,000 worth of goods annu- 
ally in the warring European countries. 
of which $200,000,000 was from Germany 
and Austria. The German and Austrian 
business in South America, he said 
could be had without an effort if the 
United States would only ship the goods 
there, while this country could also get 
a great deal of the trade that had been 
going to the other belligerents. The peo- 
ple of South America wanted to tie up 
with the United States, he said, so that 
their credit and commerce would not be 
subject to interruption and destructio: 
every time there was a war in Europe. 

Secretary McAdoo did not go into de. 
tails of his plan for a merchant marine 
in his St. Louis address, but in his In- 
dianapolis speech the night before he 
suggested the expenditure of $40,000,000 
for the purchase and construction of 
ships for carrying foreign commerce. 
The expenditure would be made by a 
corporation under the direction of the 
Secretaries of Commerce and the Navy 
and three members appointed by the 
President. 

Mine Sweepers Needed. 

If the coast of the country should be 
invested, he said, Adfniral Benson held 
that 320 more gmaller vessels would be 
needed for mine-sweeping service. The 
small vessels could be obtained from 
the present merchant marine, and 753,000 
tons of the larger vessels. The addition- 
al vessels should be supplied at once, 
and manned with American sailors, who 
would fight for this country in times of 
war. With the crews of merchant shipa 
made up from citizens of all nations of 
the globe, he declared, our merchant 
marine would be paralyzed in time of 
war. 

“We can no longer sleep upon the de- 
luded idea that we don’t need any navy 
for additional defense,” he said. ‘The 
time has come when we must put our- 
selves in a position to defend our coun- 


iry from any aggressor who may attack. 


us. We want an efficient navy for 
peace—not for war—but to protect our- 
selves in the event of war. We have 
got to settle this problem for this coun- 
try and the sooner it is settied the bet- 
ter.”” 4 .

NEW YORE, Oct. 15.—The fol 
lowing letter from Bernard V. Mc- 
Gutre, an Amertoan actor, now serv- 


ing. with the Twentyninth Division 


Dear Tom: It is now nearly four 
months since I have heard from any- 
one, and as usual, all I can say is I 
hope all are well and trnet a letter 
from someone may filter through. You 
would realize if you were here that 
“filter” is about the right expression. 
We are changed, transformed, shipped 
from place to place without warning, as 
for instance, I was sent to the Darda- 
nelles with but a few hours’ notice. 
I am giad to say that I am out of 
the hospital and on what is known as 
“light duty,” and it would not annoy 
me if the war wae over by the time I 
am ready to return to active duty (on 
the firing line) at the peninsula. 
There has been a fearful loss of life 
here, greater than was anticipated, as 
the officials made some miscalcuilations, 
and, as usual, knew nothing deftnite 
until they had to contend wi** the raal 
difficulties. From a militaig standpoint 
these difficulties seem almost insur- 
mountable and although hampered by 
a trying climate, results for the English 
have been remarkably successful. The 
British losses here have been infinitely 
pgreater in proportion than in France, 
and diseases and fevers have greatly 
dnereased our troubles. 
It is a slaughter on both sides, and to 
be ordered to Gallipoli is commonly 
known as “joining the suicides’ club.”’ 
Of course to us it looks like plain mur- 
der to let this business go wm, for al- 
though the Turks are brave, reckless 


fighters, fighting hand to hand for every 
inch of ground, we will Segre win 


of War. 


Turks Hold to 
Our troops hold theti’'in high estima- 
tion, and up to now they.have, as much 
as possible, held to the Trules of war. 
The surprising part is that there seems 
‘|to be very little animosity on either 
side. 


The losses here aré almost unbeliev- 
able, but I have seen so many go un- 
der it has little or no effect upon us, or 
anyone, in fact. Of course you never 
become quite calloused or lose your 
sympathy, at least I haven't yet, but 
one becomes strangély hardened. The 
losses tn my division, the Twénty-ninth, 
have been particularly severe, more 
than any other unit. 

The loss of one of owr troop ships 
with 1100 men on her was only one of 
our misfortunes, a very close shave for 
me, by the way. I have been in sev- 
eral of the landings and some of my 
work has, brought me into contact with 
the most terrible misery and horrors, 
It is a tough thing to bring in a trans- 
port full of laughing, singing, careless 
chaps, joking as they land while shells 
and shots fly in all directions (surpris- 
ing how few hit anyone or do damage), 
then perhaps a few hours later, bring 
them back wounded or leave them dead 
out in some spot where we cannot even 
zet to them to bury them. 

I may be invalided home, as I am 
slightly deaf from concussion and had 
a bad *Attack of enteric fever which 
nearly did for me. But I am getting 
better and there is a much bettér rea- 
son, as there is hardly 10 per cent of 
the Twenty-ninth division left, and it 
may be sent back home to be reorgan- 
ized. This, by the way, is the banner 
division, consisting chiefly of veterans; 
in fact, the best that England had of 
regular regiments. It is now known 
that the landing at the peninsula could 
not have been made without them. It 
is considered an honor to belong to it,

ALLIES OUTBID IN 
BULGARIA, SAYS 
SIR EDWARD GREY 


British Foreign Secretary Re- 
views Diplomatic Negotiations 
in the Balkans. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 15.—Sir Edward Grey’s 
eagerly awaited statement relative to 
the Balkan situation was made yester- 
day to a crowded House of Commo 

“At the outset we desired,’’ the British 
Foreign Secretary said, “that the war 
should not spread and in common with 
our allies we assured Turkey that if 
she remained neutral, Turkey and Tur- 
key’s territory should not suffer. This 
situation was completely changed by 
the entrance of Turkey into the war, 
ond all obligations on the part of the 
allies then ceased. 

“We and our allies then concentrated 
upon securing an agreement’ among the 
Balkan states and we used all our in- 
fiuence to secure an accord. Unfor- 
tunately; the feeling in the Balkans 
is not one of union, but of division. It 
was clear nothing but a decisive, pre- 
ponderating advantage for the allies 
would have enabled us to secure a pol- 
icy of union. 

“‘We were given to understand in the 
course of the negotiations, that except 
with regard to Thrace, the Central 
Powers had offered to Bulgaria more 
to secure her neutrality than the allies 
could in fairness offer. The promises 
which induced Bulgaria to declare war 
were given by the Central Powers at 
the expense of her neighbors and with- 
out any corresponding advantage to 
them. 

Aimed at a Balkan Union. 

‘We have remained throughout on 
friendly relations with Rumania, who 
has favored the folicy of a Balkan 
union. It is the. policy of. bringing 
«bout a Balkan war that the sovereigns 
and Governments of Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Bulgaria—the sovereigns 
and the Governments have succeeded 
in carrying into effect. 

‘“‘We were given to understand that 
in order to secure a Balkan union there 
were certain Concessions Bulgaria would 
require, especially ir: Thrace and Mace- 
donia. The allies were ready to do 
all in their power to secure these for 
Bulgaria, but to obtain the consent of 
Servia and Greece, it was an essentia! 
preliminary that Bulgaria take sides 
with the allies against Turkey. In 
other words, if Bulgaria were to re 
ize her hopes and aépirations, she mus 
c)-operate in a cOmMmon cause in which 
the hopes and aspirations of other 
neighboring states were engaged. 

“It will be enough to say that these 
reasonable hopes und aspirations were, 
in the main, founded upon opportunity 
to peoples of the same race, the sam2 
sentiments and the same religion to 
jcin themselves to a state under a Gov- 
érfmmént most akin to them.” 

Praises Servia’s Courage. 

In his remarks, Sir Edward Grey, al- 
luding to Servia, praised the skill and 
courage with which she had turned upon 
her foes and driven them out of her 
country as one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of the war. Once again he said 
the crisis was upon Servia, and she was 
meéting it with the same splendid cour- 
age. 

The entry of Bulgaria made a great 
difference in the situation and raised 
the question of treaty obligations be- 
tween Greece and Servia, he said. 

Regarding the attitude of Greece, Sir 
Edward Grey referred to the statement 
made by former Premier Venizelos and 
his successor, Premier Zaimis, and said 
it must be obvious that the interests of 
Greece and Servia were now one. In 
the long run, he said, they must stand 
or fall together. 

Through Greek territory alone could 
ussistance be sent to Servia, continued 
the Foreign Secretary; and that this as- 
sistance was welcome was sufficiently 
proved by the reception accorded th» 
allied troops. Great Britain was giving 
Servia all the help in its power: freely 
and unconditionally, he said. 

“In view of the treaty between Greece 
and Servia,” said the Foreign Secre- 
| tary, “how can there be any other af- 
titude on the part of Greece toward the 
assistance offered through her to Ser- 
via? In the steps taken we acted in 
the closest co-operation with France, 
and the co-operation of Russian troops 
is promised as soon as they can be 
made available. 

All Fighting for Existence. 

“The military measures adopted to 
meet the requirements of the new situa- 
tion are the subject of continuous at- 
tention by the military authorities of 
the allies and they will be taken ia 
close consolidation with each other. It 
is not my province to make a public 
disclosure of the military plans, and I 
can only say I believe they will be bagea 
on the principles of sound strategy. 

“Servia is fighting for her national 
existence, and with her the struggle is 
just now intense and acute, but the 
struggle is one and the issue is one, in 
whatever theater of war fighting is 
taking place. 

“All the allies are fighting for na 
tional existence, and for all who are 
fighting the same issues arise. It is a 
fight for the right to live, not under 
the shadow of Prussian militarism. 
which does noi observe the ordinary 
rules of humanity in war, and to leave 
us free from the menace of oppres- 
sion.”’ 

Premier Asquith declined to grant a 
day for debate on Sir Edward Grey’s 
statement. In the House of Lords the 
Marquis of Crewe made a statement 
similar to that of the Foreign Secre- 
tary and concluded: 

“This attack on Servia will. make only 
sterner and fiercer the determination of 
the allies to carry the war through to 
a definite victory at whatever cost.

It is known that Yale has offered 
two compromises and that Gen. Ives’ 
daughters have rejected both.

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ACCESS TO WORLD MARKETS.’ 

The best thing Secretary McAdoo did in his 
speech at the Business Men’s conference was to 
urge vigorously the enlargement of the American 
mind with regard to the United, States in its re- 
lations with the outside world. 

The Secretary emphasized the thought of world 
markets as the basis of stable and increasing pros- 
perity. We have thought so much of our own mar- 
kets and of ways and means of keeping outside 
salesmen from them that we have practically ig- 
nored the host of outside buyers to whom we must 
sel] our surplus products if we are to develop 
fully and profitably our vast resources. 

Speaking specifically of South American trade, 
he showed the importance of developing trade 
with the world and of preparing to capture it now 
when the opportunity is ripe. 

For the South American trade we require 4 
system of exchanges and credits, the basis of 
which is already provided. by the banking and 
currency act. 

For all outside trade the prerequisite is ade- 
quate shipping. Mr. McAdoo made so clear the 
necessity for a merchant marine to carry abroad 
at reasonable ‘rates the products of this great 
producing nation that the simplest mind could 
see the point. He made so clear the wisdom of 
utilizing Government resources to supply ship- 
ping in the present emergency and provide for 
an adequate naval auxiliary that a child could 
understand the situation. There was ample evi- 
dence that every man in the conference under- 
stood it and was in accord with his reasoning. 

As the first newspaper to“call attention forci- 
bly to the congestion of grain in the warehouses 
and on trains after the war opened and the need 
of the use of Government resources in transports 
and money for the purchase of more transports 
to meet the shipping emergency, the Post-Dis- 
patch has special cause for gratification in the 
growth of the sentiment for:the immediate acqui- 
sition and operation of American ships to carry 
American trade. We have spent enough money 
for ocean transportation to pay all the cost of the 
expenditure for ships provided for in the ship- 
purchase Dill. ‘ 

We cannot get to the foreign markets without 

ships. 
The suggestion of an enlarged view of trade 
opportunity applies particularly to St. Louis. Mr. 
McAdoo remarked that the Banama Canal ex- 
tended the Mississippi to the Western coast of 
South America. It extends tt to the Orient. But 
of what value is the extension to St. Louis and 
the Mississippi Valley without the boats to carry 
the commerce that awaits us in South America 
and the Orient? 

How can we compete with seaboard and lake 
and river cities, with actual boats to carry their 
trade and to regulate their railroad rates? 

The buy-in-St. Louis movement to direct the 
attention of 8t. Louisans to desirable products at 
home, has value; but in the measure of stable 
and growing prosperity it does not compare with 
the wider buy-in-St. Louis movement to capture 
the limitless trade that lies beyond our borders.

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PERSONAL GUILT ON THE NEW HAVEN. 
The issue in the action against William Rocke- 
feller, Lewis Cass Ledyard, grandson of a great 
American statesman and Democratic nominee for 
President, and nine other directors of the New 
Haven Railroad has nothing to do with the spe- 
cific responsibility of these defendants for the de- 
struction of New. Haven values and ruinous losses 
inflicted on stockholders. 
This is a criminal suit under the Sherman law 
for alleged conspiracy to monopolize transporta- 
tion in New England states. 
As to whether the crime specified in the indict- 
ment was attempted, no doubt can exist. In the 
course of a few years while New Haven destinies 
were controlled by the late Pierpont Morgan, no 
less than 160 different transportation corporations 
were acquired by the road—corporations operating 
steam lines, electric lines and coastwise steamship 
lines. 
The manner of their acquisition at extrava- 
gant prices leaves no doubt as to the purpose. 
The transaction in each case {fs a relentless fact 
establishing in a cumulative sense an intent to 
suppress even remote and incidental competition 
and place New England communications under a 
New Haven despotism. ° 
The point the jury must determine is, did these 
particular 11 defendants have a criminal’ re- 
sponsibility for the offense whose commission is 
unquestionable? Did they conspire with one an- 
other to perpetrate it? 

Perhaps in no other proceeding has an effort 
to prove that guilt is personal been attempted 
under more favorable circumstances. The power- 
ful array Of legal talent appearing for the defense 
has been retained advisedly. These men were the 
directors of the company. Whoever originated the 
plot, they Sccepted it and took the immediate 


]tormer president of the road, is a witness for the 


people. He can supply what is so generally lack- 
ing in such cases—testimony from the inside as 
te the details of every monopolistic transaction 
and the motive by which it was inspired. 

The one weak point in the case is the possibility 
that, as in the Beef Trust case, many of the acts 
contributing to the conspiracy are now covered 
by the statute of limitations. 
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HOLY SMOKE! 

We waste 2,000,000 tons of coal a year in St. 
Louis, says Prof. Ohle of Washington University. 
That much goes up in smoke—and, worse, comes 
down! In other words, about 20 per cent of the 
soft coal used in St. Louis is wasted through 
iinperfect combustion represented in smoke. This 
is nothing new. We have frequently printed the 
figures on it. But it is horrible to contemplate 
in the terms of sheer waste of coal—and even 
more horrible to inhale in fumes. The two mil- 
lion tons of coal that we waste in breathing and 
begriming ourselves would run several good-sized 
railroads, not to mention factories, and it would 

warm the poor all winter. If we could save it 
toward power efficiency it would vastly increase 
human efficiency all around. 

It would save lives, doctors’ bills, laundry bills 
and toilet soap. It would save trees, shrubbery, 
scenery and architecture. It would improve fa- 
cial landscape and we should instantly recognize 
each other on the streets. Our London fogs would 
vanish. There would be fewer cold cats rubbing 
pathetically against neglected stoves. There would 
be less window washing, influenza and sneezing at 
grand opera. There would be a highly enhanced 
reputation for a nice clean §8t. Louis and every- 
body in town would feel more self-respect, includ- 
ing our nice, warm poor. 
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A ‘‘RELATIVE’’ LEARNS TO MILE. 
Elliott Major, son of the Governor, 
known as “Little Elliott” on the messenger pay- 
roll at Jefferson City, is helping to meet his 
expenses at Westminster College, Fulton, by 
milking the dairy herd at the State Asylum at 
that place. It is to be observed that he is not 
milking the herd of any private dairyman of 
that vicinity. A kinsman of the capital office- 
holding crowd might lose caste by doing that. It 
is a herd owned by the taxpayers he is milking. 
Those accustomed to the larger rewards to 
be gained by milking the big State of Missouri 
cow may look with disdain on the frugal earn- 
ings of this employment. But it is a promising, 
if humble, beginning. 
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ONE MILL IN 50 MILLS. 

President McCulloch told the aldermanic Pub- 
lic Utilities Committee that the United Railways, 
which neglected maintenance for a good many 
vears, has spent $12,500,000 on its property since 
1910. He pointed out that if the mill tax, amount- 
ing to $235,000 a year, was remitted, the company 
could build seven or eight miles of track with 
the money or pay for 40 new cars or make 
possible an increase of 2 or 3 cents an hour for 
the men. ‘ 

But before the mill tax was imposed the com- 
pany did not use this $235,000 to bufld seven or 
eight miles of track a year. Nor did it buy 40 new 
cars a year with it. Nor did it use it to pay its 
men 2 or 3 cents more an hour. 

Nor would it use it to make track renewals or 
rolling stock renewals or wage increases if the 
tax were remitted now. 

The basic traction fare in Cleveland is 3 cents, 
in Detroit 3 and a fraction, in most other Western 
cities, six rides for 25 cents. In other words, the 
United Railways receives 50 mills for a service 
for which other traction companies receive only 
30 mills, 32 mills, 42 mills. After paying 1 mill 
to the city it would have 49 mills left. 

If, with 49 mills, it does not make the {mprove- 
ments, betterments in service and wage increases 
that other traction companies make with 42 mills 
or 32 mills or even 30 mills, what reason fs there 
to suppose it would make them if ft had 50 mills? 
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A PATRIOT MALIGNED.

sides, enough has been said by way of preface to 
warn off readers who may not choose to accom- 
pany us to the bitter end In the performance of 
unpleasant duty. In the absence of censors, some- 
body has.to do it. 

You might suppose that the mysterious disap- 
pearance of a village Postmaster was in itself 
sufficient to satisfy a good newspaper’s crav- 
ing for excitement. But, no, some frills are add- 
ed to the regular thrills—that Abraham Lincoln 
would have left out in telling, or anybody else 
with good taste—viz:

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HOLY SMOKE! 

We waste 2,000,000 tons of coal a year in St. 
Louis, says Prof. Ohle of Washington University. 
That much goes up in smoke—and, worse, comes 
down! In other words, about 20 per cent of the 
soft coal used in St. Louis is wasted through 
iinperfect combustion represented in smoke. This 
is nothing new. We have frequently. printed the 
figures on it. But it is horrible to contemplate 
in the terms of sheer waste of coal—and even 
more horrible to inhale in fumes, The two mil- 
lion tons of coal that we waste in breathing and 
begriming ourselves would run several good-sized 
railroads, not to mention factories, and it would

2000 INVITATIONS ISSUED TO ' 
HANGING AT MURPHYSBORO, ILL. 


Execution of Death Sentence in Case 
of Negro Who Killed Mrs. Martin 
Virtually to Be Public. 
Sheriff James A. White of Jackson 
County, Ill., has issued 2000 invitations 
to the hanging of Joseph de Berry, a 
negro, 21 years old, at Murphysvoro, %6 
miles southeast of St. Louis, at sunrise 

tomorrow. 

De Berry was sentenced to be hanged 
after confessing that he killed Mrs. 
Elizabeth Martin, wife of James H. Mar- 
tin, a Murphysboro attorney, in her 
home, July 30. In order to comply with 
an Illinois law it was necessary for 
Sheriff White to appoint as a Deputy 
Sheriff each person whom he invited tv 
the execution. 

The hanging will take place in the jail 


J yard and can be seen from the roofs of 


adjoining buildings.. All space on these 
roofs had been reserved early today. 
Among those who will go from St. Louis 
to see De Berry hanged are City Mar- 
shal Mohrstadt, Alderman Gus A. Baur, 
Oscar Fischer and W. F. Meyer. All 
these were on a fishing trip with Sheriff 
White last spring. Mayor Kiel was alsu 
invited to the hanging, but will not at- 
tend. 

‘De Berry had been released from the 

orm school through the efforts of 
Sep atartin and her husband, and was 
employed at their home. In his confes- 
sion he said he beat her to death witia 
a poker when she refused to give him 
money. 

Martin dropped dead at West Baden, 
Ind., two weeks after the murder. He 
had gone there to recover from the 
shock caused wed his wife’s death.

New Scoring System Puts Premium 


on Pinch Hits, Walks and Sacrifices 


the horsehide to the tune of .330.

records are there any figures to cite in 
the defendant’s behalf. 

However, there lives in St. Louis 
a man—George 8S. Hoke—who has 
evolved a system of scoring, albeit 
somewhat involved, which puts a 
remium on team play and run-pro- 
teing efficiency and a penalty on 
the hit with the bases empty. 

This system takes each base as a unit, 
instead of each hit, and computes an 
average on the basis of bases made 
whether by the batter or the men who 
recede him on the bases. The jist of 
t is this: 

The first man up in an inning has a 
possible chance of making four bases 
—a home run. If he singles he has an 
average of .260, or as one is to four. 

The next batter has the possible 
chance of making a home run, four 
bases, besides the three bases that 
remain in the path of the previous 
batter, a total of seven in all, 

If he singles and the man on first goes 

9 third he is responsible for three 
bases ‘and his average is as:sSeven to 
three, or .429. 


Here’s an Illustration. 


Suppose the bases are filled. The bat- 
ter then has a chance of making 10 
ases—one for the man on third, two 

r the man scoring from second and 
three for the man scoring from first, 
not to mention his own four. His aver- 
age, therefore, is computed on the basis 
of whatever total of bases gained by. 
his mates and himself against the pos- 
sible perfect record of 10. If he triples 
it will be 10 into nine, or .900. 

If he singles and two runs score, while 
the man on first goes to third, his rec- 
ord will be 10 as to 6, or 600. If he| 
strikes out, he will have forfeited 10
